Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Loyal of 105 
Newport St., Connellsville, need a new 
paint job on their car. 

Damage to the car they believe may 
have been caused by an unidentified 
flying object. 

The couple observed an orangish-fire- 
burst flying low over their home about 
7:50 p.m. Saturday. 

Mrs. Loyal said she was in their mobile 
home at the time. Her husband was on the 
couch in their living room, watching 
television. There were no lights on in the 
home. 

At first, Mrs. Loyal said, she noticed an 
orange glow in front of their home. 
Thinking something was on fire, she and 
her husband went outside. Instead of a 
blaze, they looked northward and saw the 
orange burst, traveling in a straight line, 
heading toward the Scottdale area. Mrs. 
Loyal said it W3S more egg-shaped than 
round, although she could define no real 
form to it. She also said it was traveling 
about 50 feet high. 

Mrs. Loyal said she contacted several 
neighbors only to find no one but she and 
her husband made the sighting. 

It wasn't until Sunday the couple found 
they were going to need a new paint job on 
their auto. 

Small white specks, similar to bird 
droppings, were scattered all over the 
hood and other parts of the car. They 
contacted the State Police when they 
noticed there was a tiny bum mark where 
each particle had hit. 

State Police took their names and 
listened to the Loyal’s story about the 
sighting. 

Members from the Westmoreland 
County UFO Study Group contacted the 
Loyals and asked their permission to 
check out the white, ash-like residue on 
the car. 

Samples were taken, Mrs. Loyal said. 


adding the three-man, three-woman study 
crew picked up just about every speck of 
the residue it could find. Mrs. Loyal also 
said one member of the group placed a 
bug on one of the specks. The bug died 
almost instantly, she related. 

Specks of the white residue were also 
found on the roof of the Loyal’s home. 
There too, bum marks were found under 
the specks. 

The insurance adjuster handling the 
Loyal’s claim estimated about $206 
damage to the car. But, Mrs. Loyal said, 
he was in a quandry about what to put 
down for a reason on the claim. 

Members of the UFO group said ap¬ 
parently there was intense heat from the 
residue. They also said similar sightings 
have been reported, although it will take 
the group about a week to finish its report. 

Stan Gordon, head of the Westmoreland 
group, said the specks were analysed and 
found to be made up of magnesium oxide 
composition. This material he added, is 
commonly found in flares. 

Gordon said there is a chance it could 
have been a hoax, that someone tied a 
bunch of flares to a balloon and set it free. 

But, he added there was a path about 
400 feet long where the white specks were 
found around the Loyals’ home. 

Gordon said there have been about 15 
sightings of similar objects in the 
Allegheny, Butler, Beaver, Fayette and 
Westmoreland County areas during the 
past one and one half months. 

In all the cases reported, Gordon added, 
no one sighting the object heard any noise 
or saw the particles falling from the item. 
All were also what Gordon called “low 
level sightings,” meaning they were 50 
feet or below. 

Photographs have been taken of the 
object and one security guard at a 
Reading stone quarry, Gordon said, 
reported the orangish ball hovered over 
his head.

Late in the afternoon, as 
our big dish hnd moved 
across the western sky, 
Goldstonc was able to pick 
up Mariner as it rose above 1 
their horizon. 

“Gold stone acquired 
spacecraft,” I recorded, 
some four hours after our 
excitement. 

THEN THE VOICE link 
from tho United States 
came to life.

A Noise, a Shape, 6 Shots, a Scream..

Cary Kanter describes himself as "a rela¬ 
tively calm person.” and he doesn’t want to make 
a big affair out of the thing he says he saw the 
other night — a creature that resembled what 
other reputed witnesses to it call the Skunk Ape. 

Like others in Central and South Florida, 
Kanter claims not only to have sighted it; he also 
scented it. 

"It smelled like it had taken a bath in rotten 
eggs.’’ he is reported to have said. “It made my 
eyes water and my nose fill up.” 

Kanter. 24, was at his post at the unfinished 
Wellington housing development off Southern Bou¬ 
levard west of U S. 441 early Tuesday, sitting in a 
Jeep and watching over the development in his 
job as a Burns security guard. 

He reportedly saw something move in some 
bushes, and when he saw it move again, trained 
his jeep lights on the spot. He got out of the Jeep 


and ordered what now appeared to be a 
form to tell what it was doing there. 


The hulking form moved toward him, and he 
pulled out his service revolver and told it to stop, 
but it kept coming, he told Palm Beach County 
Sheriff’s deputies later. 

"It was huge — about seven feet tall — was 
real hairy and was either hunched over or had no 
neck at all.” he reportedly said, and also de¬ 
scribed its awful odor. 

When it got to less than 30 feet away, Kanter. 
a former military policeman in Vietnam, fired all 
six rounds of the highly lethal kind of ammunition 
that fragments and spreads when it hits. He said 
that he was positive he hit the form twice, but 
that “it grabbed his chest and ran like you can’t 
believe — like a track star.” 

Sheriff's Department spokesman Frank Mes- 
sersmith confirmed part of the incident, saying, 
“He reported a large object and that it smelled 
bad.” But the sheriff’s report contained no_ref er- 


dark ence by Kanter to its being hairy, Messersmith 
said. 

“He said he shot at it six times with his ser¬ 
vice revolver, and it fled south,” the spokesman 
said. 

The incident occurred about 1:30 a.m. and 
Kanter called the Sheriff's Department. Deputies 
came, searched and found nothing. 

About two hours later, Kanter called deputies 
again and said he heard "screeching and scream¬ 
ing sounds.” according to Messersmith. The depu¬ 
ties again found nothing. 

"He probably did see something, there’s no 
doubt about that — whether it was a bear, a Flor¬ 
ida panther, or whatever it was.” said Mes¬ 
sersmith. “I’m not suggesting what it was.” 

The place where it was seen, he said, "is a 
quite woodsy area.” 

Kanter declined to return a call to confirm a 
report of the incident. An employe of Burns Inter¬

VALE — A round unidentified flying 
object (UFO) was seen by several per¬ 
sons Sunday right and Monday morn¬ 
ing between Ontario and Vale in Mal¬ 
heur County. 

Vale police cfreer Ed Berry said he 
first saw the metallic red and bluish 
object at about 10:10 p.m. coming from 
the north at a fas: rate of speed and 
parallel to the ground. It stopped north¬ 
east of Vale at about 20 degrees above 
the horizon, he said. 

The UFO hovered in the area for a 


short time and then disappeared. He 
said he saw it again at 1:45 a.m. and 
watched it until 3:45 a.m. when it rose 
from its 30 degree position to 50 de¬ 
grees. 

"There was not a cloud in the sky 
and it was easily visible to the naked 
eye.” At the second appearance, he 
said, i: appeared from the east be¬ 
tween Cairo junction and Malheur 
Butte and hovered over the butte for a 
time. 

Ontario police reported calls from 
people seeing “odd lights and/or flying 


stars. One state policeman said he saw 
what might have been the northern 
lights, although different than they had 
appeared in previous sightings. 

Berry said he also saw northern 
lights earlier in the evening but to the 
north. That is not what he saw later, 
he said. 

Two women at different locations in 
Vale also saw the UFO and watched it 
from 11:30 p.m. to 1:30 a.m. 

Mrs. Howard Cockeram said she 
watched it hover, for some time, then 
move north, where it stayed about 45 


minutes, then slowly move back to its 
original position. One time it appeared 
to go straight up in the air. she said. 

Mrs. Ed Berry, who had been called 
by her husband to view the strange ob¬ 
ject, said she saw it northeast of Vale 
toward Ontario. “We first saw it along 
the bottom star line and it appeared to 
be round, sometimes red lights show¬ 
ing, some yellow and sometimes bluish 
green lights. It moved like a rotating 
ball. 

“It was as bright as about five stars 


and through the telescope looked like a 
gigantic star." she sa.d. 

Several Ontario police officers also 
said they saw strange beams of f.ght 
while on patrol duty. One said he hesi¬ 
tated to say anything about it because 
the last time he saw one and to'.d about 
it people doubted it. but it was there, 
all right, this time, he said. 

No reports were- made of a UFO by 
any airplanes a: that time in this area. 
There is no one on duty at the Ontario 
airport during the night, officials said 
Monday.

2nd sighting is made of strange 
glowing object in Farmington sky 


While coon hunting in a 
com field about four miles 
south of Dupont Sundajr 
night I sighted a UFO. The 
time was about 10:45 p. m. 

I first heard a regular hum¬ 
ming sound in the air. Then 
the sound changed to an 
irratic screeching noise. 
Thats when I turned around 
and sighted the foreign ob¬ 
ject. It seemed to be about 
1.000 feet awajr at an ele- 
'< ration of about 450 feet 
from mj viewpoint. The ob- 
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seemed to be saucer 
| shaped. It was stationary 
and was positioned In a 
direction pointing towards 
me. 

The main body of the ob¬ 
ject had the color of a brick 
red or the color of the sett¬ 
ing sun. On the outer edges 
of the object it seemed to 
be flames of red ejecting 
from the complete circum¬ 
ference of the object. 

The top of the UFO was 
dome shaped an d was a 
kittle less reddish than the 
base. 

I gazed at the object still 
suspended motionless for 
about one minute. During 
that minute it made that 
screeching noise again for 
about 15 seconds and than 
it became perfectly silent 
while still ejecting fire 
from its sides. 

Then I turned aCund and 
Qred a shot into a tree and 



Mrs. Frank Voertmann’s 
“ghost story” turned out to be 
more truth than fiction 
Tuesday night as the Far¬ 
mington area had its second 
sighting in three days of a 
hovering glowing object near 
the earth. 

Mary Voertmann, a “farm 
girl" who rides horses, likes 
outdoor sports and is an 
unafraid type. 

“We had been down to our 
farm on H highway between 
Farmington and 
Fredericktown,” Mrs. 
Voertmann said, “and we 
were coming back sitting on 
wet oathing suits and talking 
and I was driving.” 

In the car was her sister, 
Mrs. Cheryl Smock of 
Branson, the two Smock 


children Elizabeth and 
Michael, Kristi and Katheryn 
Voertmann, and a friend, 
Marlene Ratliff. 

They drove through Far¬ 
mington, turned east on 
Burk’s Road to EE and, a mile 
or so out, and turned right 
onto the Colony Church Road 
to go to Mrs. Voertmann’s 
mother's place, Mrs. Tom 
Spencer. 

The road is hilly there and 
the kids were pleading for 
Mary to tell a ghost story. 
That was when they were 
going by the Old Calvary 
Cemetery. 

A second later Mrs. Smock 
screamed “What’s that?” and 
the car was filled with shouts 
and crying as they looked 


ahead, nearly over the road at 
about 45 degrees, to see a 
misty pink object hovering 
over the road ahead. 

“I drove on for a few 
seconds,” Mrs. Voertmann 
said. “Then I stopped the car 
and turned off the headlights 
to see it better. It was sort of 
moonish in appearance.. I've 
never seen one, just read 
about it, and I still don’t krtow 
what I saw. Maybe it was a 
weather balloon that reflects 
the moon, I don’t know." 

While they looked at it the 
object got really bright and 
someone shouted that it was 
coming closer. Mary Voert¬ 
mann put the car in reverse 
and, while the others kept 
their eyes on the strange 
object, backed nearly two 


blocks back to EE. The object, 
as they watched, moved 
quickly to the west as they 
backed over the hill. 

-. They raced to the Ratliff 
home, which was the closest, 
and phoned Dick Dugal, who 
had a si m i lar experience a 
night or two before. 

Dugal and his brother-in-, 
law, Ron Short, drove out the 
road a few minutes later but 
whatever it had been was 
gone. 

Both Mrs. Voertmann and 
Mrs. Smock — and the children 
— were shaken by the event. 
The children, who watched 
most intently, described the 
pulsing or ••breathing" ap¬ 
pearance that Dugal had 
previously seen. 

Mrs. Smock, whose husband 


is an airplane enthusiast and a 
•former space program em¬ 
ployee at Cape Canaveral and 
a believer in UFOs, is a 
skeptic herself and refered to 
the object as something 
supernatural. “I hope the 
Lord knows what it is and 
what it’s supposed to be 
doing,” said Mrs. Smock. 

Mrs. Voertmann was 
puzzled. “I’m just dumb¬ 
founded,” she told The 
Evening Press. “I don't know 
what to think - I just don't. 
Maybe it’s a weather balloon 
that reflects the moon, but 1 
don't know. I want to believe 
that it wasn't something 
watching us — I'd like to- go 
back to mother's to visit in the 
evening and 1 won t go back 
by myself now." 


“The craziest thing." Mary 
Voertmann said, "is to come 
back to town where the lights 
are on. everything is safe and 
sane, and there are people 
who haven't seen anything — 
and you feel like a fool - 
there's nothing you can sav.. 
no way to describe it or 
compare it to." 

The funniest thing." she 
remembers, "is that;a few 
years ago a former Far¬ 
mington resident came back 
from Columbia on vacation to 
visit his parents in that neigh¬ 
borhood. He cut his vacation 
short and went home after 
seeing a sort of luminous 
object hovenng above the 
ground. We all laughed at 
him, but I'm not laughing 


then turned back and noticed 
the object began to move in 
my direction without making 
any noise or ejecting any 
extra fl re. 

I turned my headlight off 
and began walking away 
very fast. The object moved 
very slowly towards me 
while lowering Its height 
to about 300 feet. It moved 
In about 400 feet closer to 
me than It began to change 
Its course from the south 
and began moving towards 
the east and away from me. 

It continued to move away 
[In a slow speed without 
making any sound until I 
lost sight of It behing .the 
trees.

• A flying saucer was re¬ 
ported by some residents 
of the New Brighton area 
early today, but a Ramsey 
County sheriff’s deputy 
who verified the sighting 
said it appeared that the 
object was a "slow-flying 
airplane at a high alti¬ 
tude."

"It was over the New

The lights at one end 
changed colors, reds and greens etc. and then 
it went straight up rapidly and disappeared 
from sight completely.” 

Shortly after the flrst UFO disappeared, 
Medary said, “We saw two more coming 
across the sky. They didn't seem to be as 
close, they went aways and then went up 
vertically quickly and disappeared." 

Medary said he and Boucher used 
binoculars to watch the strange objects and 
says frankly, “If Boucher hadn’t beenwith 
me, I wouldn’t have said a thing. Everyone’s 
first reaction is ‘what were you drinking’?” 

Medary reported the sightings to 
Brunswick police which notified the naval 
air station and he also contacted the UFO 
Control headquarters in Illinois. “The UFO 
people weren’t too interested until I actually 
described what we saw,” he says. “Then the 
girl said Doctor somebody would be in 
touch with us today to find out more.” 

Medary said he has over 7,000 hours of 
flight time from his years in the Navy and 
Air Force, and Boucher also had over 7,000 
flight hours with the Navy.

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Bigfoot Sighting Brings 
‘Pros’ To Search Area

Bigfoot, Ihe elusive, legendary 
man like creature who likes his 
solitude, has only to make a 
fleeting appearance to attract 
swarms of people determined at 
least to strike up an acquin- 
tanccship. and at most to cap¬ 
ture or even kill him. 

When Mrs. Steven (Jean) 
Fitzgerald, 4345 SW Carnes Rd., 
Roseburg. reported spotting two 
of the fabled creatures while 
camping near the Lake In The 
Woods Campground in the Ump¬ 
qua National Forest about 30 
miles east of Glide, she 
precipitated an avalanche of 
visitors to the area. 

Some came armed only with 
eamcras. Others were equipped 
with guns fitted to shoot tran- 
quilizing darts into Bigfoot, also 
known as Sasquatch in North 
America, and as the Abominable 
Snowman or Yeti in the 
Himalayas, where others have 
been reported. 

During the past week, after 
stories of Mrs. Fitzgerald’s 
sightings appeared in new¬ 
spapers and were broadcast 
over radio and television, she 
was contacted by several 
organizations wanting to come 
to the area, among them North 
American Wildlife Research and 
the American Yeti Expedition 
Film Co., sponsored through the 
National Wildlife Federation. 

North American Wildlife 
Research is headed by Ron 
Olson. Eueene.'who visited with 


Mrs. Fitzgerald at her home 
Wednesday with his associate 
Mike Jay before going out to the 
area to seek evidence of 
Bigfoot’s existence there. 

Olson, who was associated 
with the late Roger Patterson 
who shot film footage of 
something he thought to be a 
Bigfoot several years ago, has 
been on the track of the big man¬ 
like creature since 1968. He said 
that out of hundreds of reports 
he had investigated, there were 
only three that he really believ¬ 
ed in. He also reported finding 
tracks that he believed to be 
Bigfoot’s in an area where there 
had been substantial reports of 
his appearance. 

Jay, who planned to accom¬ 
pany Olson into the area where 
Mrs. Fitzgerald had reported 
seeing two Bigfoots, said that he 
was "positive that the creature 
exists.” lie said he had found 
tracks on three occasions, the 
last being found in March near 
Florence, where he saw two 
sets, one 16 inches long and the 
other 18. He estimated the 
weight of the track-leaver at 600 
or 700 pounds because of the 
depth of the tracks. 

Searching for Bigfoot is "a 
very competitive proposition," 
Olson commented, and to 
back up this statement, shortly 
after he and Jay left for the 
field, another group came to the 
Fitzgerald home. 

Under the leadership of 
Robert Morgan, the American 
Yeti Expedition Film Co. .arriv¬ 


ed to question Mrs. Fitzgerald 
about her find, and to offer, an 
intriguing explanation of the 
"raven" that she had heard 
while watching Bigfoot. 

Morgan asked if she had ever 
seen the raven in Bigfoot’s com¬ 
pany, and when she replied 
negatively, he said that Indian 
legends have it that Sasquatch 
communicates through birdtype 
sounds like a raven. 

Morgan and his crew, Larry 
Crowley, Bill Miller and 
Elizabeth Morgan, were to ac¬ 
company Mrs. Fitzgerald to the 
site where she had spotted two 
Bigfect (Bigfoots?). Morgan 
said their main objective was to 
get film of the Bigfoot to prove 
its existence in order to get 
funds to study it and possibly get 
federal laws to protect it. 

Morgan, unlike Olson, said he 
did not want to implant a tran¬ 
smitter in the creature if one 
were captured, saying it would 
be too dangerous to Bigfoot. 
Olson and his crew were to 
spend a few days here before 
returning to the Mt. Hood area 
where they conduct searches for 
Bigfoot in the summer, and 
possibly return later to the 
Douglas County area. ' 

Another outfit, also under the 
name of National Wildlife Foun¬ 
dation, was to come to Roseburg 
from Canada over the weekend, 
Mrs. Fitzgerald told The News- 
Review. 

-Also, she said, the Walt 


Disney film company had con¬ 
tacted her in regard to making a 
movie with her and her children, 
Gloria, 9, and Danny, 16, who- 
had also seen Bigfoot. She said 
that they had offered "a sizable 
. amount" and that she would sign ; 
a contract to make the film. 
Paramount Films is also 
interested, she said, and in¬ 
dicated that she would let her at¬ 
torney make the final decision 
on any contract with them. 

"Everything has been like a 
dream since I spotted this 
creature,” Mrs. Fitzgerald 
laughed. "I’m going to continue 
the search — a man from 
Washington is bringing down a 
$25,000 camera and sound equip¬ 
ment for me to use. I won’t stop 
until I get him." 

Over the Labor Day weekend, 
the Fitzgerald family searched 
caves on Quartz Mountain seek¬ 
ing for evidence that Bigfoot 
was occupying one, but the 
search was futile. Later, 
however, Mrs. Fitzgerald said 
that she had found evidence to 
indicate that "he will be here 
this winter." 

"He has supplies put away 
that I found in another cave," 
she said, "berries, red 
huckleberries, lots of dried 
frogs, stacks of branches and 
red maple limbs, and an enor¬ 
mous amount of bark, small,, 
like shavings.” She said she had 
found this in a cave which w,V 
"not near the Quartz Mountain 
caves."

If we are to believe Rob Morgan, leader of the American 
Yeti Expedition, there is an eight foot tall, hairy critter—a 
SasquaU n—roaming the forest near the foot of Mt. St. | 
Helens. 

Morgan and his team have been based in Cougar since 
May in search of this creature that science has scoffed at > 
until recently. ' j 

Morgan dors not scoff, lie claims to have seen the crea* < 
lure three times, the last sighting taking place July of this 1 
year on the south slopes of the mountain. 

lie said he heard a whistle and saw a black blur that ob¬ 
scured a stand of trees as it moved quickly away. He ran to 
the area but could not see. However, another member of 
the team saw the head and shoulders of the creature as it 
disappeared down a slope. 

Examination showed freshly turned scuff marks, fresh ' 
mud on logs and large footprints on the pine needle floor. 
"We have not drawn conclusions. It appears to be a valid 
sighting," Morgan said. "It is still under analysis.” ( 

Such caution is typical. Morgan knows the sightings are 
not verifiable. 'My problem is’collecting scientifically 
acceptable evidence so the creature can be protected. This , 

Is unprecedented. We’re doing this so science will accept 
Bigfoot as a zoological fact without killing or confining , 
him." 

Morgan and his’co-workers take exception to many of 
the people and groups trying to locate the elusive creature. 
Several groups are attempting to capture or shoot Bigfoot, 
which Morgan admits is a practical approach in terms of 
verification, but counter to the goals of his expedition. 

"We have people in the group whose scientific reference j 
is such that they wouldn't associate with an ill-organized, { 
or wrongly motivated, effort,” he said. "Wc arc conserva- ‘ 
tion motivated and scientifically oricnted -we'll stand the 
test of time." 

The creature they seek has many names, depending on J 
the place he is reported seen. Bigfoot and Sasquatch are | 
usually associated with the Northwest; the creature is 
called "Momo" in Missouri and "Skunk Ape” in the Ever- ’ 
glades. The expedition has used Yeti, the name of the Him- , 
alayan creature, in its title because it is the international 
name _•

—Michael I’olesnek, who Morgan calls "the finest 
woodsman I've had the pleasure of working witn.” Ho is an 
cx-Marine and has been known to track in the Everglades 1 
without shoes; 

—Ann Swain, a trained observer with a sociology de¬ 
gree; 

—I-aymond Hardy, teacher of biology, chemistry and •' 
zoology who Ii.ir wiitten numerous articles for National-' 
Geographic magazine; he has a degree in botany from the 
University of Florida; 

—Don Blake, a classmate of Hardy, is a horticulturist, 
botanist and ecologist with field experience in plant and 
animal identification from Mexico to Alaska; 

—I,en Aiken, who is regarded by his co-workers as an 
Indian historian without peer; 

—John Crowder, a zoologist with the National Fish and j 
Wildlife Service, division of ecological surveys in Atlanta; 

—Elizabeth Moorman, described by Morgan as an intel¬ 
ligent and sensitive student of biology, she will attempt to 
make contact with Bigfoot utilizing the techniques of Jane 
Goodall. 

Morgan called himself a "coordinator of skills.” He was 
'a computer specialist with the Federal Aviation Adminis- , 
tration in Washington, l).C., at one time. He will be the j 
new president of the American Anthropological Research 
Foundation. 

I’olcsnek said Morgan has handled the project with pre¬ 
cision. "He’s sure of his movements. The group functions 
well as a team." 


In addition to the field team, Morgan has enlisted a sci- 1 
entific advisory board of 17 persons, including such notable \ 
scientists as I)r. Carlton Coon, a prominent anthropologist, 
and Dr. George Agogine, director of the I’alco-Indian Insti- j 
lute in New Mexico and a former member of the scientific ' 
advisory board for the Hillary expedition in the Himala¬ 
yas. J 

Morgan describes the team's method of operation as a 
"complimentary approach.” The goal is a "programmed * 
contact" with riigfoot, which in the initial stages involves •! 
collecting sightings over the past five years. j 

He said there have been over 1,000 recorded incidents j 

involving nigfoot, and realizes that every report has ' 

brought laughter from authorities. i 

"The majority of the reports I get arc mistakes, imagi- ' 
nations and in some cases outright hoaxes,” Morgan said. 
"But with many reports the people are cither mistaken, or , 
they saw something." 

Aiken's knowledge of Indian legends also is involved at 
this stage. "The Indians speak a symbolic language.” 1 
Morgan said. "But it is always based on fact. Indian leg¬ 
ends have provided me with greater insight than I could 
have achieved with ignoring them.” 

Morgan pointed out that western man didn’t believe the 
black man when he told about the mountain gorilla, or the ?, 
yellow man when he spoke of the panda bear. J 

1 "Now the red man is trying to tell us something," he ^ 
said. "There are 225 different Indian legends dealing with 
Bigfoot, involving 195 tribal units." 

Another preliminary step involves determining if an ' 
area can sustain a creature such as Bigfoot Hardy and 
Blake have determined that the area around Mt. St. Helens 
Is a likely place to find such a creature. 

"We’re trained to believe what we sec," Hardy said. 
"I'm not a believer and I'm not a disbeliever. There could 
be such a thing.” i 

The group thinks the creature follows food north from j 
Northern California during the summer, following berries t 
and animals. Hardy said the area at the foot of Mt. St, Hel- j 
ens abounds with blackberries, three types of huckleber¬ 
ries, sorbis berries and succulent bushes, a food source for j 
bears. . 

"We’re involved with the pure biological aspects of the j 
expedition," Hardy said. “The others arc involved in 
tracking and locating the creature." 

The tracking is Polesnek's job. He is sent into areas to j 
locate evidence (he said he has found prints, hair and other 
evidence believed to be left by Bigfoot). The expedition 
believes it has determined three suspected movement 
routes used by the creatures. { 

Much of this phase involves arduous tracking, running | 
the four-wheel drive vehicles at night on the tricky back , 
roads that crisscross the wilderness and special monitor- •* 
ing equipment, such as star telescopes. • 

Morgan said the next step is to send in gentle, passive -j 
people. Although every member of the group seemed to fit j 
the profile of gentleness and passivity—mere is not a 
weapon in the camp—the specific assignment is Ms. Moor¬ 
man's. 

She has been camping alone In a remote area of wilder¬ 
ness along one of the suspected travel routes 

"I am certain any living thing will respond to your atti¬ 
tude," she said. She described her approach as very pacif- s 
ic. and said she thinks physical contact with Bigfoot Is a 
definite possibility. 

"I hope for a relationship of sorts, but I don't have any 
idea what sort of relationship it would be," she said. "Big- J 
foot will be 50 per cent of that relationship." 

She Is willing to give the creature a measure of terror If 
she encounters one "I'll be startled, then I will complete a 
series of pacific movements depending on the situation " 

She will also be taking pictures. 

j Cohfthu#^ on next pojfr, 
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What the group hopes to achieve is the first film of Big- 
foot with qualified people present to verify it, Morgan said. 
The group is also prepared to tranquilize the creature, but 
Morgan quickly pointed out that the procedure is tricky 
and that he would not attempt it without a qualified physi¬ 
cian on hand. 

The group’s concern for the safety of their quarry is 
grounded deeply in principles of conservation. Morgan 
feels Bigfoot is on a collision course with extinction. 

First, Morgan said that even if Bigfoot is left alone, he 
will be forced to steadily retreat in the face of man’s con¬ 
tinual encroachment into wild areas. He said this en¬ 
croachment is severing contact between groups of the 
animals, therefore reducing procreation among the spec¬ 
ies. 

“It is becoming harder for them to have intergroup rela¬ 
tions,” Morgan said. “Bigfoot is not a gregarious crea¬ 
ture; he has no natural enemies. Our gregariousness is 
necessary for survival.” 

Secondly, Morgan said that if man does make contact, 
he will act violently towards the creature. “Man is such a 
fearful creature. He destroys anything he can't control, 
utilize or understand. ” 

Morgan described .the creature as more man-ape than 
ape-man. He said Bigfoot is covered with hair, walks erect 


and seems to live in small family groups. He is non-ag¬ 
gressive, semi-nomadic and does not appear to have artic¬ 
ulate speech. 

He said the creature does not appear to have an opposing 
thumb; is a tool user, but not a tool maker; and is known to 
use rocks as missiles and for communication (by banging 
them together). 

• He said the creatures have a diet similar to the black 
bear and are capable of eating greenery. It is not known if 
the creature gathers food of how it spends the winter. 

“They seem to be intelligent, gentle and well adapted to 
their environment,” Morgan said. 

Hogwash, you say? If you do, you are hardly alone. 

“Healthy skepticism is great.” Morgan said, “but not 
the closed-minded kind." He has dealt with the skeptics, 
and he knows their disbelief is an obstacle. 

Why haven't loggers seen Bigfoot? is a question he en¬ 
counters frequently. “Their attention is demanded by their 
job,” he said. “The noise made by loggers—the saws, the 
trucks, the talky-tooters; loggers haven’t stopped to see 
about it. How many times have loggers seen a cougar, or a 
wolf?" 

He added that there have been “two damn good reports” 
from loggers near the Washougal River and Hood River 
recently. “There were three loggers in each group,” Mor¬ 
gan said. “One of the men has been working the woods for 
18 years and was a complete skeptic, and he says he saw 
Bigfoot.” 

Why haven’t we ever found a skeleton of the creature? 
“Perhaps we have." Morgan responded. “We believe we 
saw a skull pan of one, but the anthropologist studying it 
can’t identify it, and won't release his findings until he 
can.” 

Crowder said, “It’s hard to find carcasses of any crea¬ 
ture. Dampness takes care of a lot, and Bigfoot exists in 
small numbers anyway.” 

Morgan indicated it has been a major problem getting 
funds to study the creature. He said it is hard finding 
someone to fund a study for a creature that officially 


doesn’t exist. Morgan quickly added that the only way that 
existence can be verified is through a properly funded 
study. 

The current expedition has been sponsored through the 
National Wildlife Federation, a 3.5 million member pri¬ 
vate conservation organization. It put up $40,000 for the 
project, which Morgan calls “sufficient to dig the founda¬ 
tion and erect the walls, but insufficient to put the roof 
on.” 

Next year the group will be under the auspices of the 
American Anthropological Research Foundation. 

The members of Morgan’s team get paid according to 
need, but from their enthusiasm it is plain they would work 
for free. 

“I’ve stayed up 60 hours straight tracking once," Poles- 
nek said..“It’s a seven-day, 24-hour job, and when you’re 
done in the field you beat your brains out on the maps.” 

Despite such rigors, the team is cheerful and relaxed. 
As one crew came in to the base camp at The Lone Fir 
trailer court in Cougar, there was harmonica playing and 
dancing. It appeared to be a very close-knit group. By now, 
however, the group has split up. 

Polesnek and Ms. Swain have left to set up winter opera¬ 
tions in the Everglades by now. The others, except for Ms. 
Moorman and Morgan, have also departed. When the snow 
comes to the mountain area Moorman will give up her at¬ 
tempt at passive contact and Morgan will pack up and head 
for Florida. , 

But he will be back to Gifford Pinchot next spring, after 
working his way up from Northern California, in search of 
a creature most people don’t believe exists, and most of 
the rest of the people think may be a possibility, but want 
to see irrefutable evidence. 

Bob Morgan’s American Yeti Expedition just might put 
the lid on the Sasquatch puzzle. If it does, it will bring forth 
a revolution in physical anthropology. If it doesn't, the 
hairy man-ape called Bigfoot will be seen, reported and 
hunted until the reality or the hoax is proven.

Strands of Hair Deepen Sasquatch 1 



Strands of hair found in association with hu*e 
man-like footprints _ in a remote area near Mt. St. 
Helens nave been, identified as human, the director of 
D E ? encan Expedition disclosed yesterday. 
Robert Morgan, leader of a group of scientists 
and tracxers searching this summer for the legendary 
Sasquatch or Bigfoot. said the hair was found about a 
momn ago and analysis has just been completed. 

“It s something we’re very excited about.” Mor- 
gan said yesterday from his base camp in the town 
of Cougar. 


Many people have suggested in the past that 
Bigfoot is some kind of ape. Morgan said the hair 
could eventually lead to proof that Bigfoot is human. 

Morgan said two of his trackers were on a trail 
in a densely forested area next to wilderness. They 
rounded a hillside and came upon a small stream 
that had cut a notch in the hill. 

As they started to cross the creek, thev noticed 
an “extremely fresh” scuff mark on a moss-covered 
rock. The hair samples were taken from the rock. 

^_Searchers two days late r con cluded that some¬ 


thing apparently heard the trackers coming. It went 
up the stream about 20 yards, then circled to the left 
above the trackers. 

Morgan said the hair was examined by a micro¬ 
biologist in Portland named Mary Joe Florey. She 
concluded it was human hair from the lower extremi¬ 
ties, probably an ankle or leg. 

“If it was a Bigfoot, then it opens up many new 
doors.” Morgan said. It could suggest a mutation in a 
heretofore unknown human evolutionary link. 

—J^l'sis of_theJiair will^contmue^Jie. said^. and 
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comparisons will be made with human hair he re¬ 
covered from a fence two years ago. 

At that time, the hair and huge man-like tracks 
were found in an area where a deer and cattle had 
been killed by something very large. The heads of 
the ammals had been chewed and ripped off. 

Morgan also has an unidentified hair sample from 
another expedition. 

Morgan said the hunt will continue in the area
